ARGENTIA, Nfld. (AP)— Six planes flew Into wind and snow over the Atlantic today 
fn resumed search for a U.S. Military A ir Transport Service plane that disappeared 
Thursday with 23 persons aboard. 
Search planes had covered 300 square miles off the southeast Newfoundland coast but 
found no trace of the four-engine C l 18, which had been scheduled to refuel at Argentic 
on a flight from Morocco to Norfolk, Va. 
Search and rescue headquarters 
in Halifax said temperatures in 
the search area were moderating 
and the ceiling was about 1,300 
feet but visibility occasionally was 
cut by snow flurries. 
Five planes were standing by at 
Newfoundland bases to continue 
searching after the six now over 
the water return, 
A crewman on a Royal Canadi­ 
an Air Force plane was injured 
when the aircraft was battered by 
winds while searching for the 
American plane. 
The plane’s last contact was 
with a U.S. Navy patrol plane 
that sighted the Cl 18 on its radar 
and talked with the crew. The 
Navy plane said that 35 minutes 
later it saw an explosion in the 
air about 27 miles northeast of 
Argentia, apparently above New­ 
foundland's Avalon Peninsula and 
near the city of St. John'*, across 
the peninsula from Argentia. But 
search officials said the Navy pilot 
could have seen a flare. 
The plane was carrying (3 pas­ 
sengers and IO Navy crewmen) 
from Morocco to Norfolk, Va., its 
home base. The transport had only 
enough fuel to stay in the air until 
midmorning Thursday.

Fog and 
rain were reported in Florida and 
the Southeast as snow flurries pre­ 
vailed throughout the Ohio and 
Tennessee valleys. 
Ice up to 30 inches thick re­ 
duced shipping in the Chesapeake 
Bay area and along the Delaware 
canal that links the bay to the 
Delaware River.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Two gov­ 
ernment polls which said U.S.

President Kennedy. 
The studies released by the U.S. 
Information Agency had figured 
in the 1960 election campaign. 
Much of the two foreign opinion 
samplings had been published by 
several newspapers 
before 
the 
November election. 
Secrecy labels were left on 
similar studies conducted in the 
past. 
One of the studies, dated Oct. 
IO, 1960, says that people in most 
parts of the free world believe 
that the Soviet Union is ahead of 
America in space achievements 
and will lead in space IO years 
from now. 
The other, dated June 1960 
states that after the collapse of 
the Paris summit conference last 
May public opinion toward the 
United States declined in Britain 
and France. But both America 
and President Eisenhower contin­ 
ued to stand far ahead in esteem 
compared with the Soviet Union 
and Premier Khrushchev, who 
also lost in public favor. 
The documents were referred to 
frequently in the 1960 campaign

Kennedy said American prestige 
had plunged under Eisenhower’s 
rule. Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon said U.S. prestige had hit 
a new high.

They would have 
until July I, 1965, to conform 
It also would set up a new state 
reorganization commission empow­ 
ered to recommend to the General 
Assembly ways to implement the 
proposed consolidation. The com­ 
mission would work with county 
school survey committees in initi­ 
ating the district changes. 
Beginning in 1964, county school 
superintendents would be allowed 
to initiate reorganization moves in 
districts operating high schools 
with less than 250 students, and 
in elementary schools with less 
than 200. 
Districts resisting routine con­ 
solidation, according to the propo­ 
sal. would be subject to “such 
steps aa may be necessary” by the 
state commission.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Living 
costs edged to another record high 
in December. It was the loth in­ 
crease in ll months. 
The Labor Department report­ 
ed today its consumers price in­ 
dex rose one-tenth of one per cent 
between November and Decem­ 
ber. This put the index at 127.5. 
The 1947-49 average level is the 
base of IOO used in the index. 
Higher food prices and shelter 
costs contributed most to the in­ 
crease between November and 
December. 
The December index was 1.6 
per cent above the level a year 
earlier. 
Robert J. Myers, chief of price 
statistics for the Labor Depart­ 
ment. saki there is no real price 
stability in sight, but that the 
price level for January probably 
Is little changed from December. 
This latest living cost increase 
means a pay raise for over 150,- 
000 workers of one or two cents 
an hour. They are under labor 
contracts calling for pay changes 
in relation to changes in the index. 
Among workers due to get an 
increase are employes of the 
Douglas and Northrup Aircraft 
companies, Greyhound Bus Lines 
and some Western trucking com­ 
panies. 
Higher meat prices accounted 
for a major part of an advance of 
two-tenths of I per cent in cost 
averages for all foods. In Decem­ 
ber, food prices were at their 
highest for 1960, and close to the 
high point reached since World 
War n in July 1958. 
Dairy products reached a new 
high, and costs of bread, fruits 
and vegetables, and medical care 
all showed increases. 
Nearly all elements of home 
ownership costs Increased in De­ 
cember. This rise was led by high­ 
er 
residential 
property 
taxes. 
Rents also edged up. 
Clothing prices declined some­ 
what due to some year-end clear­ 
ance sales, but clothing costs still 
were 1.3 per cent above their lev­ 
el of a year earlier. 
Prices 
of new 
cars dipped 
slightly to a level of 3 per cent 
lower than a year earlier. 
The Labor Department also re­ 
ported that there was practically 
no change in the after-tax earn­ 
ings of factory workers. The fig­ 
ure for the worker heading a fam­ 
ily of four was $80.35 a week in 
December. The buying power of 
factory workers declined as living 
costs increased relatively more 
than did earnings.

Skilled In Fraud 


It would bt comforting to know 
that we really have the Soviet Commu­ 
nists boxed in and perfectly stalemated. 
Unhappily it isn’t so. Their overt ag­ 
gressions are largely halted, but they 
continuously devise insidious new tech­ 
niques of subversion. 


One of the things they appear to 
have learned lately is that if you can­ 
not defeat a man you can sometimes 
make him at least a partial captive. 
The case of U.N. Secretary General 
Bag Hammarskjold is an example. 
The Russians failed in their per­ 
sistent effort to unseat Hammarskjold 
in the U.N. But they have raised so 
much fuss about him that he must now 
bend over backwards to avoid giving 
the Reds ammunition for their charge 
that he has acted in the Congo in an un­ 
neutral manner. 
To illustrate, Rajeshwar Day a1 of 
India, the secretary general’s personal 
representative in the Congo, is consid­ 
ered to be hostile to any Western in­ 
fluence in that area and to be opposed 
to the U.N.-endorsed Kasavubu gov­ 
ernment. Hammarskjold evidently feels 
powerless to try to correct the situation. 
Implicit in all their recent Congo 
maneuvers is a device the Communists 
seem to be using with increasing ef­ 
fectiveness. 


They begin by lending some kind of 
illegal, subversive assistance to Red 
elements in a troubled land like the 
Congo or Laos. Naturally, Western na­ 
tions respond in an effort to protect 
their own interests. 
Wisely, however, they generally re­ 
sort to the U.N. They may selfishly hope 
that its action coincides with their in­ 
te re sts, but in theory at least the U.N. 
is thought to be the genuine protector 
of the smaller countries. 
At this point the Kremlin jumps in 
and demands “neutrality” in all actions 
affecting the troubled area. But it is 
quickly discovered that neutrality to 
them means that all others keep hands 
off as they press their schemes for con­ 
trol or conquest. 
Ifs a neat game. Begin with wrong­ 
doing and then question the neutrality 
of all who thereafter dare oppose your 
misdeeds. 
The wonder is that such patent 
frauds find receptive minds in the vul­ 
nerable Asian-African lands, and es­ 
pecially in India. More and more, In­ 
dia’s alleged political sophistication be­ 
gins to seem merely skin deep. 
All th© emerging peoples of the 
world will learn, if they have not al­ 
ready, that what Communists will do 
to them—if they get the chance—goes 
a great deal deeper than the skin.

"What causes air swallowing,” 
asks a correspondent, "and what 
can be done about it?” 
Everybody swallows air whether 
ifs with food or saliva. 
Babies

There’s no medical harm in air 
swallowing. So what’s to be done 
about it conies down to a ques­ 
tion of what’s supposed to be good 
manners. For example, the Turks 
regard burping as a tribute to the 
host and his chef.

Me, I’m a burper way down to 
my shoe tops.

These pockets are congenital. 
That is to say they’re present at 
birth. Usually they’re detected as 
a chance finding during an X-ray 
examination of the Intestine. They 
may be few in number but more 
often, there are scores of them. 
If they’re uninfected and unre­ 
lated to the symptoms under in­ 
vestigation, the radiologist reports 
the 
presence 
of 
diverticulosis. 
That means he’s observed them 
and cleared them of any involve­ 
ment of present importance. 
If a diverticulum becomes in-1 visible rhetoric 


treatment. On occasions, too, a di­ 
verticulum is associated with a 
malignant growth. 
Some surgeons believe there’s a 
casual relationship and advocate 
removal of all portions of the 
large bowel that contain diverti­ 
cula. I do not hold to this view. 
The operation is a very formid­ 
able one and I would not recom­ 
mend it unless I were certain 
that the relationship truly ex­ 
isted. 
In my opinion, the association 
of the two conditions is coinci­ 
dental. 
Hence, I favor a policy 
of strict conservatism. 
As you see, dear lady, theres 
no mention of nervous tension. 
There’s no need to go 
to 
the 
trouble and expense of having 
X-rays. Surgery won’t correct it 
unless you’re willing to undergo 
a major operation on the basis of 
an unproven theory. And the con­ 
dition has nothing to do with the 
process of growing old. 
About all that’s really worth 
doing Is to take nightly doses of 
mineral oil to prevent intestinal 
content from getting caked In the 
Mttle pockets.

My problem is whether or not to have a little talk with her about this. 
Other mothers tell me that she’s been abusive toward their young­ 
sters too . . .

W A SH IN G T O N 
(AP) — 
A Conference of 450 form 
leaders, colled by the Ken­ 
nedy administration to forge 
a uniform farm policy, ended 
Thursday just about where it 
started — divided.

agree on what m e a s u r e s 
should be taken to boost farm 
income. 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman and his aides simply 
learned what they probably al­ 
ready knew — that farm leaders 
for the most part are not happy 
with economic conditions in agri­ 
culture. 
But difference* over the part 
the government should take — if 
any — in bolstering farm prices 
stood out in the presentation of 
recommendations made by offi­ 
cials of five major national farm 
organizations and spokesmen for 
many smaller commodity groups. 
No gestures of compromise were 
made by any of them. The meeting, 
which adjourned earlier than had 
been planned because of a snow­ 
storm, had not been expected by 
most leaders to amount to more 
than a presentation of viewpoints. 
The presentation of conflicting 
recommendations brought f r o m 
James O. Patton, president of the 
National Farmers Union, the com­ 
ment that farmers have so many 
organizations speaking for them 
that “it sounds like a babble of 
voices.” 
There was fairly general agree­ 
ment on the idea that farmers 


need some method or other for (support or control. 
gaining stronger bargaining pow­ 
er — comparable, the leadens said, 
to powers possessed by industry 
and by organized labor. 
But as to the way to do tills, 
sharp differences were outlined. 
The American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration and organized cattlemen,

Good News For 
Food Nibblers 


NEW YORK (AP) - Nibbling 
food when you want it all day 
long may be better than regular 
meals—so far as your heat is con 
cerned, a report indicates today. 
That la the indication from re 
search on chickens reported the 
current issue of the American 
Heart Association’s journal “cir 
culation Research.” 
The chickens were divided into 
three groups. The nibblers were 
given free access to food 24 hours 
a day. One group of meal eaters 
got three hour-long meals a day, 
the other group, two meals a day. 
The nibblers ate more food, 
gained more weight—but the meal 
eaters had seven times as severe 
cases of atherosclerosis of hard­ 
ening of the heart's major blood 
vessels. The meal eaters also had 
twice the level of cholesterol or 
blood fat that the nibblers had. 
High cholesterol levels in the 
blood are believed by some re­ 
searchers to be associated with 
atherosclerosis. 
This seems to be consistent with 
some human research, say the 
three Chicago scientists who made 
the report, Dr*. Clarence Cohn, 
Ruth Pick and Louis N. Katz of 
Michael Reese Hospital.

American bankers usually eon 
centrale on programs to make 
the domestic economy stronger 
holding that this will make the 
dollar above reproach. These in­ 
clude balanced federal budgets, 
encouragement of Investment et 
home through tax revisions, and 
avoidance of crash programs to 
aid the unemployed which might 
start inflation rolling again. 
Foreign advice ranges far and 
wide. 
The director of Japan*6 Eco­ 
nomic 
Planning 
Agency 
urges 
abandonment of President Eisen­ 
hower’s plan to cut back U. S. 
purchases abroad, including buy- 
American drives and return of 
dollar-spending dependents of U.S. 
military and diplomatic cohorts 
overseas. 
Instead the Japanese view is

should boost both exports and im­ 
ports. Then the trade balance— 
supposedly still in America’s fa­ 
vor—would mop up the deficit in 
the balance of payments which 
gave foreigners the dollar* with 
which to buy U. S. gold. 
At the other end of the range of 
advice, some Britons suggest we 
halt foreign ald and save our dol­ 
lars. Their country got a lot of 
them in the early postwar years, 
but since has had a business boom 
of its own. 
In between Is tile West German 
offer of some immediate, mostly 
nonrecurrent, dollar aid such as 
prepayment of debt to the United 
States. 
Without specifically pinpointing 
the gold problem, the Chase Man­ 
hattan Bank, New York, notes to­ 
day that exports have held up 
well.

The 
items included four hats, three 
girdles, eight pairs of gloves, five 
dresses, two coats, lingerie, suit­ 
cases, two pairs of glasses and 
purses.
